A typical day in the life of BYU’s President Dallin 
H. Oaks? There isn’t one. 

One day at lunch will find him rushing into the 
room to give his 16-year-old daughter, TruAnn, a 
quick hug and to consult with his wife, June, on 
coming events she is involved in. 

“You'll need to be at the dinner party and we’re 
having our pictures taken tomorrow at 4 p.m.,” he 
says. With a kidding remark to TruAnn, father and 
daughter are off to the kitchen for a sandwich before 
the president has to be back at his office. The next 
day he may lunch with David Brinkley or the leaders 
of the LDS Church. 

Perhaps on Monday evening, three-year-old Jenny 
will run up to her daddy and grab the family cat 
from his lap. She ends up in her father’s arms and 
laughs as he says, “Let’s read a story, Jenny.” 


Works with purpose 


_ Rushing to return to the office on time, lunching 
with dignataries or playing with the family, Oaks is 
a man with a purpose. Meeting with the Board of 
Trustees of the university, he is efficient; with stu- 
dents, he is warm, friendly and interested; with his 
family he is the loving patriarch of the home. 

Only one thing is consistent in the president’s day: 
whatever his activity, he accomplishes something. 

Getting up between 5:30 a.m. and 6:30 a.m., Oaks 
spends about an hour doing university work in his 
study. before arriving at his office around 8 a.m. 
From there, activities can range from meeting with 
Commisioner Jeffery Holland in Salt Lake City on 
Mondays, to spending most of Wednesday in coor- 
dination meetings with the assistants and vice presi- 
dents. who assist him. “I’m responsible for a lot of 
things I can’t do,” Oaks says. “I get absolutely in- 
dispensable help from them.” 

The president also says the students make a lot of 
difference. “The students here are generally am- 
bitious, highly motivated students. Because they are 
that kind of people, the university can accomplish so 
much that it couldn’t with just good leadership.” 


Getting organized 


Leaving the office about 6:30 p.m., the president 
goes home and takes a half hour break. “I usually 
need a half hour to 45 minutes to regroup and see 
what needs to be done the next day.” Oaks has three 
stacks of things to accomplish, he says. ‘“Those that 
have to be done, things that should be done and the 
‘do it if you get a chance’ stack. The ‘do it if you get a 
chance’ stack rarely gets done until it moves up to 
the other two stacks,” he laughs. 

After resting, the president takes a few minutes to 
scan the four papers he reads daily. “I take a little 
time just to relax for a few minutes, and then find 
out what the family is doing.” Though family time is 
limited, they feel they get quality time, his wife says. 

he adds: “His mother used to say about her 
family, ‘I love them with all my heart, but not with 
all my time.’ That’s the way Dallin is. He is there 
when we need him and his presence is always felt.” 
Oaks says he thinks the demands on his time are 
hard on his family, “but there are compensations.

Experience in success 


One of the objectives of the program is to provide 
the student with an opportunity to experience 
success while having fun. 

While the skills to be taught are similar to the 
skills taught normal children, the approach is dif- 
ferent for the handicapped students. 

Progressing from one skill to another prepares stu- 
dents to qualify for the Red Cross beginners’ level 
test. 

“Bach time anyone passes the test and the news is 
announced in front of the entire group, a loud cheer 
goes up,” Murphy says. 

As each pupil passes the Red Cross levels from 
beginner to advanced swimmer, he receives the 
regitlt Red Cross certificate, pin and patch for that 
level. 

Although success is gauged individually, there is 
another barometer indicating a successful instruc- 
tion program. 


Special Olympics 
A 27-member swim team from the Demonstration 
School took first place at the Special Olympics Win- 
ter Games held in Salt Lake City last month. 
Participants from all over the state competed in 


the University of Utah Natatorium. The competi- 


tion included: 25-and 50-yard freestyle events; the 
100-yard relay team events; and the one-meter div- 
ing competition. 

“Previously, the team placed fifth and third, but 
this was the first year they were able to take first 
place,” explains Robert Beecher, area coordinator of 
the region that covers Provo. 

Beecher, who teaches at the Demonstration 
school, says one third of the school funding goes 
toward the swimming program. Moreover, he says, 
the program couldn’t function in its present suc- 
cessful state without the volunteers. 

“There is a certain magic in water,’ Beecher says. 
He explains that some of the students have made 
Ja anecevahle progress” with their volunteers. ° 

A student of Paula Dunn, a junior majoring in 
physical education from Arlington, Wash., has 
finally learned how to blow bubbles and now trusts 
Paula enough to push off from the side of the pool 
and come to her. 


Emotional growth 


Jodi A. Pickett, who is majoring in therapeutic 
recreation, reports it is “so os to see them 
grow.” “I think they grow emotionally much more 
than they do physically,” Mss Pickett, a junior from 
Salt Lake City continues. 

“At first Diedra would come crying into the pool 
and would cry the whole hour long. Now she sees me, 
waves and smiles, and runs over to me.” 

The current adapted aquatics program is the first 
in the Intermountain area, and there are only a few 
other areas in the United States where this type of 
program is being conducted. 

A teacher at the BYU-Provo Demonstration 
School, Cathie Nielsen, says there were only one or 
two other such schools in the nation which had a 
“Seally unique” program for teaching the students to 
swim. She expects other schools to pattern programs 
after this one.

A sun-scorched, crum- 
bling building stands 
guard over an unpaved 
street overgrown with 
sagebrush. Paint and 
plaster have long since 


vanished from its sides 


and bare timbers are ex- 
posed to the harsh 
western sun and the 
fierce wind. 

The windows stare 
vacantly while in a few, 
a wisp of a stained lace 
curtain flutters in the 
unhindered wind. — 

This shattered: ruin 
was once a bank where 
miners with stubby 
beards stood in line to 
have their finds weighed 
by the teller, not fully 


trusting his measure- 
ments. 

Beside the weathered 
bank, there was a wild 
saloon, alive with the 
boisterous shouts of 
tipsy miners, the twang 
of a honkytonk piano, 
the grunts of poker 
players placing bets and 
an occasional blast of 
gunfire. 

The narrow path 
which winds up the hill 
behind the buildings 
leads the men to the 
mines — mines where 
the small bright nuggets 
are dug that made the 
town spring up over- 
night. 


When the treasure 
from the earth 
slackened, or someone 
came to town with tales 


of easier wealth just over 
the ridge, the population 
decreased. The miners 
left behind a dying town, 
which soon after earned 
the appellation ‘ghost 
town.” 


Hundreds vanished 


No one has ventured 
to count all the ghost 
towns of the American 
West. A true census is 
somewhat impossible 
because hundreds of 
them have left without a 
trace, completely 
obliterated by the times 
and the elements. The 
surface of many Utah 
host towns had barely 
een scratched until Dr. 


Stephen L. Carr, a 
prominent Salt Lake 
pediatrician, became 


motivated to research

these short-lived towns. 


He had always been 
interested in history, es- 
pecially the history of his 
native state, and started 
using ghost towns as a 
reflection of what early 
small-town life was. “It’s 
interesting to use ghost 
towns as a handle to 
study Utah history,” he 
explains. “You have a 
broad overview of early 
industry and activity in 
the state.” 


Later Carr’s brother- 
in-law, knowing of his 
interest in ghost towns, 
gave him a book on that 
subject. To his dismay, 
only 13 of the more than 
150 Utah ghost towns 
were listed. This 
provided the impetus he 
needed to visit the ghost

towns scattered 
throughout the state and 
compile a book on his 
findings. The book, The 
Historical Guide to Utah 
Ghost Towns, has been 
very well accepted by 
the Utah Historical 
Society and by the 
general public — selling 
more than 10,000 copies. 
It also made of the 
pediatrician “the state’s 
leading authority on 
ghost towns,” according 
to the Historical Society. 


Definition needed 


Before he could begin 
his study, a clear defini- 
tion of what exactly con- 
stituted a ghost town 
was needed — “any faint 
shadow of something 
and in terms of a town, 
that’s any faint shadow 
of a town’s former life or 
activity,” he says. “The 
communities have to 
have other things that 
you would expect to find 
in a town such as a 
school, a church and 
maybe a post office. Of 
course, every town 
doesn’t have all of these 
things. But nonetheless, 
they are considered 
ghost towns.” 

California, Nevada 
and Colorado all were 
settled by miners who 
built towns throughout 
the states. Utah was dif- 
ferent. It’s first settlers 
were interested more in 
religious freedom, than 
in the mineral wealth 
surrounding their valley. 
In fact, Brigham Young 
did all he could to 
squash the mining in- 
dustry within the state. 

“We cannot eat silver 
or gold,” he proclaimed 
in a fiery sermon. 
“Neither do we want to 
bring into our peaceful 
settlements a rough fron- 
tier population to violate 
the morals of our youth, 
overwhelm us by num- 
bers and drive us again 
from our hard-earned 
homes.” 

Finishing his sermon, 
he forbade any Mormons 
from mining, saying: 
“Do not any of you suffer 
the thought to enter your

minds, that you must go 
to the gold mines in 
search of riches. That is 
no place for the Saints.” 


Gold found 


The devout Mormon 
population heeded its 
leader’s edict. “As early 
as the middle 1850’s, 
gold was found in 
Bingham Canyon. The 
two brothers who. ran 
cattle there discovered 
gold. They didn’t tell 
anyone about it. It 
wasn’t until 1862 when 
they finally told the 
soldiers of General Con- 
ner’s army, who were old 
prospectors. That kicked 
off the rush to Utah,” 
Carr explains. This rush 
began 12 years behind 
the other states. 

Conner had been sent 
to Utah to make sure the 
federal antipolygamy 
laws were kept and was a 
vehement Mormon- 
hater. He encouraged his 
soldiers to prospect, hop- 
ing to fill Utah with non- 
Mormons. They could 
“by peaceful means and 


‘through the ballot box ... 


overwhelm the Mormons 
by force of numbers, and 
thus wrest from the 
church — disloyal and 
traitorous to the core — 
the absolute control of 
temporal and civil af- 
fairs,” he said. 

Late in the summer of 
1863, the troops- dis-’ 
covered veins of lead, 
gold and silver in the ca- 
nyon and Conner gave 
the finds wide publicity. 
A mining distict was 
founded there by the 
year’s end. 


Copper mines 


The precious. metals 
were soon mined out of 
the canyon, but rich 
deposits of copper 
remained, and today the 
Kennecott Copper Com- 
pany operates the 
world’s largest open-pit 
copper mine. More than 
$2 billion worth of cop- 
per has been taken. 

The mining com- 
panies that followed the 
prospectors built the 
towns so they could bet-

Origin of ban 


Asked to cite origin of 
the ban, Wolsey read a 
1969 church statement 
saying every president 
since founder Joseph 
Smith has taught that 
“Negroes, while spirit 
children of a common 
father and the progeny of 
our earthly parents, 
Adam and Eve, were not 
yet to receive the 
priesthood, for reasons 
which we believe are 
known to God but which 
He has not made fully 
known to man.” 

Wolsey said he could 
not answer several ques- 
tions. including whether 
the church has ever dis- 
couraged missionaries 
from preaching to black 
families or how much 
black ancestry is allowed 
before the ban is im- 
posed on a person. Asked 
how the church defines a 
black. person, Wolsey 
said, “Blacks of African 
lineage. I don’t know of 
any more definitive 
definition.” 


Evidence needed 


A Feb. 22 letter from 
the church’s ruling First 
Presidency advises local 
church leaders: “‘If there 
is no evidence to indicate 
that a man has Negro 
blood, you would not be 
justified in withholding 
the priesthood and tem- 
ple blessing from him, if 
he is otherwise worthy. 
However, if you find con- 
vincing evidence that, he 
has Negro blood, then 
the priesthood and tem- 
ple blessings should be 
withheld.”

Rodgers favored in Marathon 


BOSTON (AP) — “It looks like an 
American may win,’’ said Boston 
Marathon record holder Bill Rodgers 
on the eve of the 82nd running of the 
grueling race. 

Boston Athletic Association officials 
rated today’s field the best in the 
history of the 26-mile, 385-yard run 
from Hopkinton, Mass., to Boston. 

It clearly was the biggest field. Ap- 
proximately 4,700 men and women 
qualified for the event and race direc- 
tor Will Cloney predicted some 4,100 
actually would start. 

Rodgers, who won the event in 1975, 
is rated by some as the No. 1 
marathoner in the world after a string 
of victories in the past several months. 

However, two dozen other conten- 
ders, including former Olympic cham- 
pion Frank Shorter, also were entered. 
All have completed marathons in un- 
der 2 hours, 20 minutes. 

The defending champion, Jerome 
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Most Cars F 
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Drayton of Canada, said late last week 
he might pull out because of an injury. 

But race officials said last weekend 
the 33-year-old Canadian government 
sports consultant had not notified 
them. 

Eight of the first 10 finishers in 1977 
were entered Monday, but Rodgers — 
who dropped out last year after 18 
miles — was given the pre-race edge. 

He won four marathons last year, in- 
cluding events in New York City and 
Fukuoka, Japan. Rodgers set the 
Boston course record in 1975 at 2:09.55. 

U.S. Olympian Don Kardong of 
Eugene, Ore., also was entered, giving 
the Patriots’ Day race all three mem- 
bers of the 1976 national squad, in- 
cluding Rodgers and Shorter. 

As recently as 1965, the average 
Boston Marathon field was only 250. 
Last year, 1,842 men and 63 women 
completed the hilly course within the 3 
and 1/2-hour clocking period.

The BYU professor 
will return to Guatemala 
next September to 
negotiate with govern- 
ment officials on a 
proposal to cut a small 
airstrip near El Mirador 
for development of the 
scientific exploration. If 
the proposal is approved, 
Matheny plans to lease 
or buy a “‘Helio-Courier”’ 
airplane for use in the 
excavation project. This 
airship, he says, is called 
“the world’s safest,”’ and 
is capable of carrying 
heavy loads in short field 
runs. 

Matheny was a World 
War II bomber flight 
engineer and is now a 
licensed pilot and air- 
plane mechanic. He says 
air transportation is the 
only feasible way to ferry 
supplies and excavation 
crews to the site and to 
handle emergencies. 


Dangerous jungles 
“Tt would be too much 


to ask excavation crews - 


to walk 37 miles through 
thick jungles infested 
with poisonous snakes, 
jaguars, dangerous grave 
robbers, and disease- 
carrying chiggers and 
ticks,’ Matheny says. 
And he speaks from per- 
sonal experience, having 
just returned from just 
such a “great adven- 
ture.”’ 
Accompanying the 
professor on the trip 
through the jungles were 
Dr. Gareth W. Lowe, 
director-of the New 
World Archaeological 
Foundation (NWAF), 
which is sponsored by 
the LDS Church;

Guatemala and took 
aerial photographs of El 
Mirador before landing 
at an airstrip at Dos 
Lagunas, a small village 
of 48 people, the nearest 
settlement to the 
archaeological site. 

“The village provides 
a home for the 
‘chicleros,’ workers who 
tap the Zapote tree of its 
sap (chicle) and then sell 
it to Wrigleys as the 
primary base for chew- 
ing gum,’’ Matheny 
says. 

At Dos Lagunas, the 
archaeologist and his 
crew were 200 miles from 
any form of civilization. 
Supplies have to be 
flown in each week to the 


villagers and the chicleis . 


sent back on the return 
flights. 

“The chicleros carry 
rifles and shotguns, and 
being there reminded us 
of what it was like to be 
on the western frontier in 
America in the early 
1800s,” Matheny adds. 
“‘They carry guns 
because of the danger 
from wild animals and 
saqueadores (grave rob- 
bers), who illegally steal 
artifacts from ancient 
ruins and sell them on 
the black markets of the 
world.” 


Taking precautions 


For these same 
reasons, Matheny 
carried a_ .38-caliber 
pistol in a hip holster. 

It took three days to 
pick their way through 
the jungle to El Mirador. 
“The trail was good for 
the first 17 miles; then it 
became so obscure that 
we literally had to hack 
our way through the 
jungle,” Matheny says. 

They camped at 
several aguadas (water 
holes), but had to use 
special hand pumps to 
filter the water and treat 
it chemically. “We had 
to take these precau- 
tions,” the archaeologist 
explains, “because we 
had to keep our health to 
hike in and out. It kept 
us from getting sick.” 

However; they all suf- 
fered from chigger and 
tick bites. 

“The jungle was so 
thick and hanging just 
over our heads on the 
trail that we didn’t see 
much sunlight for the 
three-day hike to El 
Mirador,’’ Matheny 
says. “Large ticks with 
built-in heat sensors 
would drop from the 
leaves above when warm 
bodies (animal or man) 
walked underneath. The 
mules were loaded with 
ticks and chiggers ... and 
so were we.” 


Hungry ticks 


Each evening at camp 
they would ‘“‘groom”’ 
each other much like 
monkeys do at the zoo or 
in the jungle. ‘‘We 
couldn’t burn the ticks 
out_as we so often do in

volunteers and holds in-service training for them 
periodically. “The kids are always happy, she 
reports. “Byen if the progress seems to go slow, the 
little accomplishments seem so rewarding.” 

Each Tuesday and Thursday the students and 
volunteers meet at the Richards Building swimming 
pools at 10 a.m. On Tuesdays, the unpaid volunteers 
work with residents of Hidden Hollow, a rest home 
for the mentally handicapped. 

Each Thursday the volunteers work with the 85 

upils from the BYU-Provo Demonstration School 
teaied at the St. Francis School. 

One or two student volunteers help each han- 
dicapped individual progress from skill to skill.

poisonous snakes. “We 
especially watched for 
the deadly snake called 
the ‘fer-de-lance.’ It 


comes in seven varieties _ 


~— from small to large. 
Our guide killed one 
mildly poisonous snake 
about seven feet long.” 

Despite the dangers, 
Matheny says the trip 
was well worth it. On 
their way to El Mirador, 
the archaeologists 
passed more than 50 
“mound groups,” in- 
dicating the entire area 


was populated at one 
time. ‘‘We- examined 
some of the tombs that 
had been broken into by 
saqueadores and found 
some pottery dating 
back to 200-500 A.D. 

Small pots and jade were 

already stolen from the 

graves.” 

At El Mirador, the 
BYU team found Dr. 
Bruce Dahlin, a noted 
archaeologist from 
Catholic University in 
Washington, D.C. He 
had planned to meet 


Matheny at the site. 
Dahlin and five of his 
crew were being aided by 
10 chicleros to in- 
vestigate ancient 
causeways in the area. 
They planned to remain 
there until June. 
Matheny spent a full 
day exploring El 
Mirador’s pyramidal 
buildings with their 
terraces. The tallest is 18 
stories high. After climb- 
ing to the top, he could 
see other similar struc- 
tures in the distance

Authorities had said, 
that we are now deter- 
mined to build a great 
Church university.” 

During his early years 
at BYU, Skousen was 
made secretary of the 
Alumni Association, was 
put in charge of student 
recruiting, public rela- 
tions, speech and 
debate, the speaker’s 
bureau and the booking 
of all tours. Many of 
these duties now belong 
to separate departments. 

“At that time, BYU 
only had around 4,800 
students, and was 
referred to in a rather 
disparaging way, es- 
pecially in Salt Lake, as 
‘the Provo school.’ It 
wasn’t even called a un- 
iversity!’’ Skousen 
recalls. 

“This is probably 
because BYU seemed to 
have the blessings of the 
Church, and other 
schools felt they were 
much stronger academi- 
cally and financially.” 

Skousen first visited 
BYU in 1928 when he 
was 14. ‘‘I looked 
forward to the time when 
I could attend the un- 
iversity, but I never did 
get to because I had a 
scholarship to go back to 
Georgetown University 
to study law.” 


Book requested 


Skousen explains that 
his national best-selling 
book, “The Naked Com- 
munist,”’ was written in 
response to a request 
from LDS President 
David O. McKay in 
1954. 

“President McKay 
was very much concer- 
ned because there was 
not an adequate un- 
derstanding of the threat 
of communism,” Skou- 
sen explains, “and he 
wanted a committee 
here on campus to 
prepare a textbook on 


communism. 

“T was named the 
chairman of the commit- 
tee with the heads of 
several departments as 
assistants and members 
of the committee. We 
had the heads of the 
Political Science De- 
partment, the History 
Department, the 
Economics Depart- 
ment, and [ had it fairly 
well along until I dis- 
covered the members of 
my committee, while 
fairly competent in the 
historical and 
philosophical aspects of 
communism, had no 
background at all on the 
subversive aspects. 


Expert advice 


“And so the commit- 
tee urged me to go ahead 


-and prepare the material 


President McKay wan- 
ted, and then submit it 
to people who were ac- 
quainted with govern- 
ment documents, and 
such, that weren’t avail- 
able to us on campus. 
So I prepared the 
material and sent it to 
naval intelligence, the 
FBI and a number of 
people throughout the 
country, all of whom of- 


fered their suggestions.” 

After the book was 
published, Skousen says 
he was ‘‘as shocked as 
anyone,” when  Presi- 
dent McKay quoted 
from-it in the 1959 LDS 
General Conference and 
admonished ‘“‘everybody 
to. read that excellent 
book of Chief Skou- 


sen’s.” - 


Later, when Skousen 
asked the church leader 
why he made the endor- 
sement, President 
McKay replied, ‘““My 
eyes are very weak, but I 
read every word of that 
book, and this is 
something the saints 
need to know about.” 


Skousen adds that 
when criticism of the 
book arose, President 
McKay evaluated each 
criticism and offered 
some “‘technical 
changes,” but “he saw 
no serious problems” 
with the material. 


Police scandal 


In 1956, Skousen says 
a scandal broke out in 
the Salt Lake City Police 
Department which 
created a vacancy he was 
asked to fill. “My family 
was against going,” ke 


recalls. “We had a very 


lovely place out in Edge- 
mont. Two horses, two 
cows, chickens and dogs 
— it was a little dude 
ranch and we loved it. 
But we had the older 
children fast and pray, 
and we all changed our 
minds.” 

After serving as chief 
of police for three and a 
half years, Skousen was 
fired by newly elected 
Mayor J. Bracken Lee. 


“He had promised his 
supporters that the 
policies of the city ad- 
ministration. would be 
changed without chang- 
ing the law, which he 
asked. me to do,”’ 
Skousen noted. 


“Yo give you an exam- 
ple, he didn’t want our 
men to-inspect the 
private clubs, where we 
were keeping down li- 
quor by the drink and 
prostitution. It seemed 
every time we turned our 
backs on them they 
became callgirl centers, 
and people who wanted 
to encourage such things 
liked to use that method 
to loosen up the state. 


Insubordination 


“So he and I began to 
have a little difficulty. I 
told the mayor that if he 
wanted to change the 
policy, he should change 
the law and not ask us to 
ignore it, because we 
were under oath not to 
ignore it. And since he 
had the authority to dis- 
charge the personnel of 
the department, he fired 
the whole top echelon.” 
The charges were in- 
subordination, _Skousen 

_ explains. 

Later, Mayor Lee was 
to call Skousen the best 
Police Chief Salt Lake 
City ever had, but ad- 
ded, “he was a tyrant.” 

For the next seven 
years, from 1960-1967, 


Sasras 


Skousen served as 
editorial director of the 
police magazine “Law 
and Order,” and-~ then 
returned to BYU. 

When asked what ad- 
monition he would leave 
to the students of BYU, 
he said, ‘In all your 
academic pursuits, stay 
close to the Spirit of the 
Lord and the teachings 
of the scriptures.” 

Now that Skousen is 
retiring, he plans to 
spend his time lecturing, 
teaching and writing in 
connection with church 
and political principles 
and history. “TI still have 
a lot of work to accom- 
plish he said, and now 
lll have more time to 
pursue it.”

in my neck grinding 
together on the way to 
the University of Utah 
Medical Center,”’ Boyle 
says. “The ambulance 
could only go five miles 
an hour because I was in 
a lot of pain.” 

After arriving at the 
hospital, Boyle was 
placed in intensive care, 
where he remained for 
five months. During that 
time he received two 
operations to implant 
“electrophrenic nerve 
stimulators” in his chest 
so he could breath 
‘without a respirator. 


Breathing helped 


“Mick had the opera- 
tions in November, three 
months after the acci- 
dent,” comments Debi 
O’Connor, Boyle’s per- 
sonal attendant. “The 
stimulator causes Mick’s 
diaphragm to distend 
and draw in air. His 
diaphragm cannot dis- 
tend without it.” But, 
she says Boyle is able to 
breathe for 12 hours in a 
reclining position 
without the stimulator. 

“Mick forces the air 
into his lungs using the 
muscles around his 
neck,’ Miss O’Connor 
says.. “It is an unusual 
medical phenomenon 
that Mick can breathe 
on his own without use of 
his diaphragm for such a 
long time. The previous 
record was four hours for 
another patient.’’ She 
adds he cannot sleep 
without the stimulator,

“Occupational Ther- 
apy rigged up a special 
mouth-pencil so he could 
turn the pages of his law 
books, and Mindy and I 
helped him so he would 
not miss his examina- 
tions. His friends from 
law school also helped 
him so he could graduate 
this year.” 

Before leaving Phoe- 
nix to return to Provo, 
Boyle obtained a 
motorized wheelchair 
which he can control 
with his chin. He still 
has a few problems con- 
trolling the $4,000 chair, 
but is slowly mastering 
it. 

After graduation, 
Boyle will go into law 
practice with his father 
in Salt Lake City. “It
